Tocîav the "Daily" brings forth the Freshman Issue, reserv- 
ed as far as possible for news of the First-Year men. And with 
'its preen ink. the paper marks the change that transforms- seve- 
ral hundreds of McGill undergraduates from mere "Frosh" into 
. the "Class of '29/' 

Times change! Not so very long ago. Freshmen wore not 
considered true members of the University until their first year 
final examinations were successfully passed. Prior to this hap- 
py event, they were mere probationers, at the beck and call of 
those supérieur beings, the full-fledged undergraduates. 

Then. too. there were initiations of a violent and humiliat- 
ing kind. The first year men were considered of little import, 
meet to be bullied, and ignorant of all the requirements that 
went to make the undergraduates. Accordingly, the welcoming 
ceremonies were frequent and lasting, and often of a degrading 
nature. These at length exceeded even the wide bounds of tra- 
dition, and public opinion was aroused against the practice. 

Bm now. these things are little more than a memory. In- 
itiation is si ill in use. This is as it should be. As a means of 
promoting, class comradeship, and therefore college spirit, as an 
interesting survival of mediaeval university life, and as a source 
of amusement to all concerned, it has held its valuable pitte in 
modern college life, but under the strictest supervision of the 
student authorities. The Freshman is no longer considered 
incapable of intelligent thought or action. He may bea little 
strange to trie ways and customs of his new worîa'T'TîGF'it' »T re- 
membered that this is but natural, and that the newcomer is 
entitled almost at once to a recognized and unrestricted place in 
-the University. 

In some ways, however, his sphere of action has been li- 
mited by the passing years. For instance, in many colleges, 
there is in force the Freshman Rule, by which a first year man 
is not allowed to play on the athletic teams of his university. 
But this ruling, designed to eliminate "ringers" from sport, is 
not framed to restrict the actions of freshmen so much as to 
elevate sport, and promote better feeling among competing col- 
leges. 

The Freshman to-day has a much more pleasant existence 
than his father or eider brother. No longer is he despised mere- 
ly because of his juniority in university life, but he is respected 
as the senior and undergraduate leader of the future.
